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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restriction 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 

I. Claims 1,5,8,11,15,16, and 1 8-26 are drawn to a method of diagnosing 
cerebral vasoplasm in a patient suffering from subarachnoid hemorrhage via one 
marker selected from the group consisting of NCAM, VEGF, MMP-9, and caspase-3, 
classified in class 435, subclass 7.1 for example. 

II. Claims 27-29 are drawn to a method of diagnosing cerebral vasoplasm in a 
patient suffering from subarachnoid hemorrhage via two or three markers selected 
from the group consisting of NCAM, VEGF, MMP-9, and caspase-3, classified in 
class 435, subclass 7.1 for example. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are directed to related processes. The related inventions are 

distinct if: (1 ) the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use together or can 
have a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect; (2) the 
inventions do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; and (3) the inventions as 
claimed are not obvious variants. See MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case, the 
inventions as claimed have materially different designs and modes of operation. The 
method of Group I merely requires the measurement of a single marker while the 
invention of Group II requires at least two or three markers. Furthermore, the inventions 
as claimed do not encompass overlapping subject matter and there is nothing of record 
to show them to be obvious variants. 
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3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. Please note that the classifications in 
the restriction are illustrative only and do not represent all the classes and subclasses 
which must be searched for each invention; nor is the search limited to issued US 
patents, but rather includes foreign patents and applications as well as literature 
searches. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for all the groups is not totally inclusive, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
